A Class of Their Own 


“I went jogging last 
night in my own neighborhood 
and I was constantly looking 
over my shoulder. I was so 
paranoid. It says something 
about the world we live in, “ 
said Andrea Boudreau.

She used 
the techniques after taking only 
one class and they worked.” 

Ms. Costa, who was 
attacked in 1991, gained con- 
fidence during self-defense 
classes, but still felt great 
despair in terms of the rising 
level of violence. She said. “It’s 
horrifying when you think of 
the statistics. It’s very hard to 
feel optimistic that it will turn 
around in the near future.”

New clubs, a wider variety of classes, and 
a longer school day created subtle changes to 


the usual atmosphere, but what really made the 
difference was the people. 

Athletes pulled together to maintain 
Central's reputation of excellence. The girls’ 
soccer team achieved its third division title in 
three years, and the girls’ swim team earned tts 
first undefeated season. 

Students weren't solely caught up in their 
high school lives; they were politically and 
socially active.

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The differences in the senior class were 
apparent in various races, cultures, and person- 
alities. Although there were many distinct 
groups of individuals, their differences contrib- 
uted to the unity of the class asa whole. | 
Larissa Oliver stated, “Attending this school 
teaches us to accept different kinds of people, 
and their values and beliefs.” 

Of 557 seniors, 321 were Caucasian, 141 
were African American, 80 were Hispanic, and 
15 were Asian. 259 were male and 298 were 
female. However, when they all gathered in the 
courtyard for their senior picture, Sabrina 
McKoy remarked, “Even though we are all dif- 
ferent, here we are, standing together as one.” 
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
